The Coiuiug Elections. 

The reader «51l know that Ibo process 
of regiatralion ot voiors has already 
passed the initial giogo. Oa the let 
day of July it will be iho duty of the 
Coi'iLcior of eooli Polling District to ex- 
h\b\l IX OJmploto liHi of persona who, ou 
or beforo Iho lOib iiiet, Bhall Imve Fcnt in 
applications to bo pluced upon tlio liet of 
troterf. Tbid must bo exhibited during a 
period of fourteon days, thus nffording 
an opportQDity for eoruliny and for 
entering objections to any of the 
applicants being placed upon the Regis' 
tor. Between the lOlh August and the 
1st September, inclusive, iho Eegietriir 
of each Electoral District ehal) 
make a circuit acd hold open Courts 
for rovleton at each of the poliiDg placcn 
io hia District, and at any other pluccs 
whiob bo may doom expedient. At these 
Ooarts all objections to applications 
for registration shall bo dealt wiib, and 
shall constitute the solo basis of fran. 
obisp, no voter being thereafter liable to 
have his qaalification called in qaes- 
tioD. It will tbns appear that, as the 
■work ol revision will not be completed 
before the Ist September, the elections 
canaot well be held beforo Ooiober, We 
have reason to think tho elections will 
bo 'jold soon after tho completion of 
the votcrB' lists as may be convenient, — 
in all probability beforo tho middle of 
October, It may fairly bo presumed that 
an early session of tho local Ligialiitare 
is contemplated— in all probability suffi- 
ciently oarly to admit of the dual system 
of repfe^enlaiiou being adopted in the 
case ot this Colony, — that \a to say, on- 
Bbliog tho eanjo individaala to be mem- 
bopB 01 tb'> local Lt'gislutore and of the 
Dominion Parliament, a H>8tem whicli, 
whatever objections ii may bo open to, 
considered ns an ubatruct principle, 
may not bo thoui-ht ultoyothcr undesir. 
able nudor the present txcopuonal con- 
ditions of British Columbia. The great 
duty of the people mast be obvious. It 
has lor a whole decade and more been the 
bitter oomplaiut ot the British subjectK 
of the Pacific Colonies that they wore 
deprived nf ihoir national rights, denied 
any constitutional share in ibe manage- 
ment of their own affaire, — that taxes 
wore levied without their consent, and 
tho revenues expended wilhonl their 
wishes, or their ioterestB either, beinp 
consDlied. But this just ground oi 
complBint is now removed, nnd the Bri 
tigb BobjectB of tho Pacific Provin'^e are 
having restord to them the political rights 
and constitutional powers whiea com-, 
prise the most precious birthright of n 
BritoD, — secured by the boat blood ot 
the race, hot so long and, as we veiiiure 
to th'nk, so wrongfully wiiheld in this 
part oi Her MHjesiy's Dominions. Q'he 
new cousutuiiou under which this 
C' lony is now passing inlO the Domin- 
ion of Canada, guarantees to every 
Bubjeot the full powers of solf-govorn 
menl To Indulge in 6gnrative language, 
it knocks c 11 (lur poliiical l. tters iind 
BeiB u- tree. But wl>at avnil amII thai 
bo if tho rtleahod captive doesnofmuke 
practical us-eof his liberty 7 If he sits 
Btiil and bugs his now broken fetters ha 
might as well sl'll bo bound, iiet him 
arise, assert his manhood, and make a 
■wiBo UBO of his liberty. Important 
elections have donbtiobs taken plaeo in 
this colony ; but we feel warrauied id 
pfHtrlinfi ihut itm importance of the 
approuci'ingeleoiim will far outweiiih 
that of any p»evioas one. The colony 
is 10 bo placed npon its tritt!,as it were, 
a8to'filue^s for self government ; and 
the primary power and reBpuusibility 
refits with iho people. Accord eg at- 
t'lev ra>iUo IV wise or unwise uso oi the 
frunchibe will ibeir uowly ocquired poli- 
tical hberty aud power prove a blessuig 
or ttcursp. Lot iho people,then,earueuiy 
endeavour lo n-alizo tlio new duties and 
newresponeibiliiioH iiiciiicnt lo their new 
condiiiunanri relm ion^-hips-Uitherio iDeir 
poliiios ciiietly cousiHied in opposing a 
bated and tiad sy^t. m. It is their worli 
DOW 10 build up ttPeopio'n Govommeut, 
~Dol to pull down u bureaucraiic 
Government. Hooco their object will 
bo to elect reprisentalivefi capable ol 
constructing tho now Uoverninciu— lit 
to bo mumberr <'t the CMnct, instead 
of, as in the past, selecting repreaeniu- 
lives chiefly with a view to their ability 
to oppose and pull down a lalso aud nn- 
Brilibhlorm oi administrauoii. Io this
